lighted amazement, conlldunce and unity in 
victory that prevailed on Nov. 3 has passed. 
. In Its place are the same divisions and dlffcr- 
; encea that seemed at one time to have spill 
the Democrats hopeleMly and thus assured 
Oovcmor Dewey's vlctorj'. 

Perhaps It should be added that the Rc- 
pubUcan party la no different, either— es- 
pecUlly In congress. The OOP-Southern 
Democrat coalition Is as strong as before.

: porUon of congress In its present stubborn 
mood. It would b« hard to predict the fate of 
any of the remaining items on ths Presldenfa 
want list. 

Perhaps Mr. Truman, in the flush of No- 
tember Tlclory. Indulged in aome hasty 
word* and actions. CerUlnly he put wuthern 
congressmen's backs up by aaylng that he 
won without the Dlxlecrata and was glad of 
It. Borne Bouthem opposlHon to hU program 
In congress may be repayment for that re- 
mark. 

tt may also be that the President counted 
too heavily on popular support to see his pro- 
gram through.
